AN action group has been set up to fight 
plans which could mean traffic from hun¬ 
dreds of homes going into a quiet road. 

Residents in Thornford Gardens and 
Priory Crescent, Southend, are angry about 
the £16.5 million plan for two-storey office 
blocks, 200 homes and a hospice proposed 
for the former Ecko site. 

Bellway Homes, developer of the site, has 
said to residents there will be only a small 
increase in traffic. The developer has said 
the development will actually reduce traffic 
in Priory Crescent, where drivers will turn 


into the proposed hospice site and the new 
Marston’s pub - compared to when the 
Prittlebrook Industrial Estate was open. 

But the protesters are worried that the 
development will cause congestion in the 
quiet road of Thornford Gardens and at the 
exit with Manners Way. 

The group’s founding member Margaret 
Smith said she had moved there a year ago 
to escape congestion in Eastern Avenue. 

She said: “We are not against the hospice 
we understand Havens need a new premises. 

“What we are against is the increase in 


traffic - there are two options going forward 
and one of them will increase traffic into our 
road and into Manners Way as well.” 

She continued: “We have been and spoken 
to the new administration of the council and 
are now waiting for the finalised plans to be 
put forward so we can see exactly what 
Bellway want to do. 

“It doesn’t make sense to have office 
blocks on the site when there are ones in 
Victoria Avenue that can deal with the traf¬ 
fic. There’s not enough infrastructure 
around to support the traffic increase.”

RESIDENTS are being challenged to recycle every¬ 
thing possible next week as part of National Recycle 
Week.

country - one at Basildon 
Hospital - who have contracted 
septicaemia, resulting in one death. 

Sue Hardy, chief nurse, said 
Southend Hospital had received 
one batch of the intravenous fluid 
which is currently being investi¬ 
gated. She said: “The feed had 
been prescribed for a baby in our 
care, who subsequently developed 
the symptoms of Bacillus cereus 
septicaemia and is being treated 
with antibiotics. 

The parents have been informed 
and are receiving our full support. 
“We are currently working with 
Public Health England as part of 
their investigation into the source 
of the contamination.” 

The baby is responding well to 
treatment. 

The Medicines and Healthcare 
products Regulatory Agency 
(MHRA) has confirmed it is 
investigating ITH Pharma 
Limited, the company that pro¬ 
duced the fluid. 

Gerald Heddell, MHRA’s direc¬ 
tor of inspection, enforcements 
and standards, said the facility 
where the liquid came from had 
been inspected. 

He said: “At this stage, we 
believe the facility is operating in 
accordance with Good 
Manufacturing Practice guide¬ 
lines. Inspections will be made as 
part of our ongoing investigation.” 

Karen Hamling, managing 
director of ITH Pharma Limited, 
said from investigations it would 
appear the potential contamina¬ 
tion is linked to a single material 


ingredient. She said: “As a moth¬ 
er, as a pharmacist, as someone 
who has worked 30 years in 
healthcare, inside and outside the 
NHS, I am deeply saddened that 
one baby has died and others have 
fallen ill from septicaemia.” 

A second baby at Basildon 
Hospital is being ‘monitored 
closely’ after showing clinical 
symptoms of infection. The hospi¬ 
tal confirmed the baby had 
received the potentially contami¬ 
nated ‘parenteral nutrition’ - an 
intravenous liquid which has been 
linked to several cases of ‘Bacillus 
cereus’ blood poisoning. 

Government body Public Health 
England has linked a potentially 
contaminated batch of the solu¬ 
tion, given to babies who have 
trouble ingesting food via their 
mouth, to more than 15 cases of 
the poisoning. It was recalled by 
manufacturer ITH Pharma 
Limited on Tuesday, June 3. 

Public Health England con¬ 
firmed a potential case had been 
identified at Basildon Hospital, 
with a baby showing ‘clinical 
symptoms’. 

A Basildon Hospital spokesper¬ 
son said: “One baby at Basildon 
Hospital received the potentially 
affected food. So far tests have not 
shown any signs of infection; 
however, we are monitoring the 
baby closely. 

“As soon as we were notified of 
the situation we took all appropri¬ 
ate steps to ensure our patients’ 
safety. The parents of babies cur¬ 
rently in the Neonatal Intensive 
Care Unit are fully informed.”

lirror box research trial 
|to help victims of stroke

STAFF at Southend Hospital have launched a 
pioneering research trial aimed at helping peo¬ 
ple paralysed by strokes. 

A £10,000 grant from the Department of 
Health has helped the rehab team study the 
effects of mirror imaging on patients where 
one arm is completely paralysed as a result of 
a stroke. Patients taking part in the trial will be 
get daily therapy using a mirror box, which 
encourages their paralysed arm to mimic the 
movement in their healthy arm. 

Joanne Lay, clinical inpatient rehabilitation 
lead, said mirror imaging as therapy had been 
used extensively with amputees but no-one 
had explored its potential in helping stroke 
patients regain movement. 

She said: “It is a simple therapy but if it 
works for our patients it could really have a 
dramatic impact of their level of recovery. 

“This is very exciting and could ultimately 
benefit patients nationwide.” 

The system works by inserting the impaired 
arm into a hole in the box while viewing the 
working arm on an external mirror. When the 
working arm is moved the brain is tricked into 
thinking it is the paralysed arm and helps it 
rebuild connections in the brain. 

The trial will test two groups of patients over 
a six week period. At the beginning, after three 
weeks and at the end of the treatment the par¬ 
ticipants will undergo tests, including an MRI 
scan - to see how the brain has reacted - and 
then again after three weeks of inactivity. 

Joanne and colleague Aarti Sharma, a senior 
physiotherapist, will work with patients who 
agree to be part of the trial on the hospital’s 
award-winning stroke unit. 

Patients will be encouraged to a minimum of 
15 minutes with the box, three times a day. 

Joanne said: “The great thing about this ther¬ 
apy is that it is non-invasive and entirely led by 
the patient. For those who have suffered com¬ 
plete paralysis in one arm there is very little 
we can currently do. 

“We hope this research will change that.”

MoD meeting over 
re-opening beach

THE Ministry of Defence (MoD) is to be con¬ 
sulted over the re-opening of Shoebury East 
Beach following an assessment of unexploded 
bombs that forced its closure. 

On Tuesday and Wednesday last week (June 3 
and 4), a specialist team investigated the ord¬ 
nances on the beach. 

Before the search a spokesman for the MoD 
said: “The work will involve excavation of 
metallic items which were identified during a 
previous geophysical survey as potential ord¬ 
nance but which may not necessarily indicate the 
presence of live munitions.” 

Any of the ordnance found by the MoD were 
made safe and disposed of by the team. 

A spokesman for Southend council said: 


“Following the work, the MoD’s assessment of 
the risk of any ordnance will be provided to the 
council, which will use the information to inform 
its decision on whether and at what stage the 
beach can be re-opened.” 

The MoD now plans to meet the council soon 


to reveal its revised assessment of the level of 
risk at the site as early as possible. 

The council spokesman preparation had begun 
for a re-opening of the beach. 

He said: “In addition, the council is currently 
considering a number of measures, including 


reviewing signage in the area, in order to prepare 
for a future re-opening of the beach. Local peo¬ 
ple and businesses should be assured that both 
the MoD and the council continue to prioritise 
this work in recognition of the importance of 
East Beach to residents, visitors and businesses.”

From Dr Who to this? 


OCULUS (15,103 mins) 

F RIDAY the 13th of June will be 
exceedingly unlucky for cin- 
emagoers who hand over hard- 
earned cash in exchange for ghoul¬ 
ish thrills and spills in Oculus. 

Writer-director Mike Flanagan's 
ham-fisted take on a haunted house 
creaks with predictability, and jump- 
out-of-your-seat scares are perilous¬ 
ly thin on the ground. 

The script unfolds in parallel time¬ 
lines set 11 years apart and the 
boundary between fantasy and reali¬ 
ty becomes so blurred that it's 
impossible to make sense of the on¬ 
screen madness until the end cred¬ 
its roll. 

That said, it's abundantly clear 
where Flanagan's lumbering picture 
is headed and which two-dimen¬ 
sional characters must be slain, 
sparing them and us from swathes 
of risible dialogue that might con¬ 
vince some viewers they are watch¬ 
ing a comedy. 

Karen Gillan, who is best known 
for her time-travelling exploits as 
Amy Pond alongside Matt Smith in 
Doctor Who, sports a solid 
American accent as the film's terri¬ 
fied heroine. 

She draws upon a repertoire of 
wide-eyed stares and pitiful whim¬ 
pers as her protagonist battles 


valiantly against the ultimate mani¬ 
festation of evil: an antique mirror. 

Oculus opens with 13-year-old 
Kaylie (Annalise Basso) and her 10- 
year-old brother Tim (Garrett Ryan) 
cowering in a bedroom. 

They open the door and see their 
father Alan (Rory Cochrane) prowl¬ 
ing in a homicidal daze, having just 
shot his wife Marie (Katee Sackhoff). 

Sensing an opportunity to escape, 
the youngsters run for the front 
door... 

In the present-day, 21-year-old 
Tim (now played by Brenton 
Thwaites) is released from St 
Aidan's Mental Facility, having come 
to terms with his horrific childhood. 

"It's important you connect with 
your sister," Dr Graham (Miguel 
Sandoval) tells Tim. "It's more 
important you protect your recov¬ 
ery." 

Tim is released into the care of 
sibling Kaylie (now played by Gillan), 
who works in an auction house. 

She is convinced that a mirror 
drove their old man to murder and 
she has acquired the supposedly 
possessed looking glass with the 
intention of smashing it to 
smithereens at their childhood 
home. 

Kaylie intends to document the 
destruction on video cameras 
placed around the homestead. 


"We were kids! We made up a 
sick story to hide the fact our father 
was a killer!" rages Tim, who is 
reluctant to delve into fractured 
memories of the past. 

Oculus doesn't play fair, creating 
nightmarish dreams within dreams 
within dreams that test our resolve. 

Pacing is sluggish and from the 
moment the siblings venture back 
into the house that brought them 
anguish, we know one or both of 
them are certain to leave in a coro¬ 
ner's bag. 

Gillan and Thwaites don't have 
sufficient screen time to forge credi¬ 
ble on-screen chemistry so it's hard 
to invest our emotions in their sur¬ 
vival. 

A blood-soaked finale intentionally 
leaves the door ajar for a sequel, 
which should never see the light of 
day.

Plane sailing, on the wing 


E xperience the 

sights, sounds and smells 
of one of the most famous jet 
aircrafts ever built during three 
special open days this year. 

The Vulcan bomber, which has 
for years been painstakingly looked 
after and restored by a group of 
volunteers, will be welcoming visi¬ 
tors this weekend at London 
Southend Airport as part of a 
series of open days that raise 
money for the upkeep of the air¬ 
craft. 

Registered charity, The Vulcan 
Restoration Trust, owns and main¬ 
tain the ex-Royal Air Force bomber 
in full ground working condition to 
preserve part of Britain's aviation 
heritage and pay tribute to the 
men and women who flew and 
maintained the Vulcan during the 
Cold War. 

Alongside this, the trust also 
aims to educate the general public 
about the Vulcan and the impor¬ 
tant role it played in shaping 
Britain’s military history in the post- 
World War 2 era. 

This year's first open day in April 
attracted more than 500 people 
and raised more £2,000, which 
will go towards paying for vital 
engineering work that is needed. 
This Sunday's event, on Father's 




Day, 
will be 
raising fur¬ 
ther funds and 
awareness, by giving 
visitors the opportunity 
to meet the team who keep 
the aircraft in running condition, 
and walk around the massive air¬ 
craft. 

The event, which is just £3 to 
visit for adults and free for accom¬ 
panied children under 16, is a 
great opportunity to get up close 
to the Vulcan, and for just an extra 
charge of £2.50 - for adults and 
children - you can climb into the 
cockpit and see where the pilots, 
navigators and air electronics offi¬ 
cer would have worked. 

You will have to climb a ladder to 
get into the cockpit, but it is worth 
it to get a feel of what it would 
have been like to be behind the 
controls of the huge aircraft when 
it protected the country. 

While the aircraft can no longer 


take to the skies, its engines are 
kept in operating condition and it is 
capable of being taxied on the run¬ 
way. 

While the aircraft will not by 
doing any taxiing on the runway 
during the event its aircraft sys¬ 
tems are powered-up at some 
point giving you the chance to 
experience the sounds of the 
Vulcan. 


For an extra special experience 
ask one of the team when you visit 
as there is a chance to be inside 
the Vulcan's cockpit during one of 
these power-ups. 

If you want to help them raise 
even more money you can pick up 
a unique souvenir while you are 
there or ask about becoming a 
member of the Vulcan Restoration 
Trust. 


Gates to the event on Sunday, 
June 15, open at 10am with last 
admissions at 4pm, but don't 
worry if you can't make it as other 
open days will be held on Sunday, 
August 24, and Sunday, 
September 21, so don't forget to 
put the dates in your diary.

Q. Does honour have any place in the 
property business, or is it all about greed? 

A. Good question! Sometimes, I think not - but 
then I come across people whose word is their 
bond, and who would never renege on a deal. 

The thing is, honour - in the sense of sticking to 
your word - is a two way street. You can’t expect 
a seller to honour a deal if a buyer isn’t completely straightforward. 

So, for example, my advice to buyers is: don’t make silly offers and don’t mess 
around. 

What is ‘messing around’? Well, things like telling the agent you are a cash buyer with 
nothing to sell - then, two weeks into the deal, letting it slip that you actually have a 
property on the market and you don’t yet have a buyer. Behaviour like this does not 
endear you to either the seller or their agent! 

As for sellers, ‘messing around’ can mean putting your property on the market and 
then - after a buyer is found - suddenly announcing that you’re not ready to proceed 
because you haven’t found another property to buy. 

In such a scenario, what does the buyer do? On the whole, they keep looking - with 
the result that when you are finally ready to proceed, they’ve found something else. 
So, to sellers I say: when you have a buyer, put the sale in hand with your solicitors 
immediately. It shows good faith. 

As for gazumping....if you agree a price, stick to it and give the buyer time to get the 
deal finalised. Keeping your property actively on the market, when you already have 
a buyer proceeding, is not good practice. Besides, the new consumer protection regs 
now require you to tell the buyer - in which case they are quite likely to withdraw their 
offer and leave you back at square one. 

Ditto gazundering: as a buyer, once you have agreed a price, don’t drop your offer at 
the last minute unless serious problems are uncovered. 

None of these things, I would stress, are illegal. But they are most definitely not 
cricket. 

Ultimately, the important thing to remember about property sales is this: always try to 
do as you would be done by. Be nice, be sensible and keep a sense of proportion - 
and buying and selling property could be a lot less stressful for everyone!

HAVE YOUR CAKE AND EAT IT: 
Mitsubishi’s Outlander PHEV SUV

M itsubishi calls its outlander phev 
plug-in hybrid a game-changer and 
this is no idle boast. 

The model, now entering showrooms, re¬ 
writes the rules on Sports Utility Vehicles 
(SUVs) with a raft of benefits that will appeal 
to business and private users alike. 

It offers electric drive on both axles - so 
maintaining four-wheel drive application - 
driven from a large battery under the floor 
with a 2.0-litre petrol engine to cut in when 
needed. It can travel up to 32.5 miles in 
electric- only mode and, significantly, can 
comfortably travel at the national speed limit 
without the petrol engine cutting in. 

PHEV is of massive benefit to those who 
commute under 32 miles because it can 
achieve some amazing mpg figures, such as 
its combined readout of 148mpg. This, how¬ 
ever, has to taken in perspective because on 
a long trip the benefit of electric drive is 
diminished and the vehicle will return figures 
comparable with an equivalent diesel. 





I have always been uneasy about the range 
of electric-only vehicles but have become 
a fan of range extenders with auxiliary 
petrol engines. The PHEV (Plug-in Hybrid 
Electric Vehicle) takes the theme much 
further - with the electric drive being a more 
significant part of the experience. And of 
course, during the drive, regenerative 
braking provides a power source for the 
battery. It is also stunningly quiet. 

There are no compromises with this vehi¬ 
cle. It is like having your cake and eating it. 

It stands as the most practical set of 
wheels yet to qualify for the Government's 
£5,000 plug-in car grant, having five seats, 
4WD capability and a large boot. And there 


is no added cost for the hybrid model with 
the entry-level car at £28,249. 

Its carbon emissions are just 44 g/km 
which means no vehicle excise duty. 

And, for the business driver, the benefit in 
kind (BiK) rate is five per cent, a big hit in 
the world of commerce. It makes it very sig¬ 
nificant addition to the business market 
because a driver who pays tax at the 40 per 
cent rate will pay £655 less per year than 


some of the smallest cars on the market, 
and a significant amount less than SUVs of 
equivalent size. It is also exempt from 
London congestion charges. 

To me, the crowning glory of this vehicle is 
the fact that has a cruising range of 512 
miles. You do need a plug-in point at home 
to charge it and it can easily be optimised to 
draw electricity at cheaper times for those 
on variable tariffs. Mitsubishi estimate the 


cost of a charge is between £1 and £1.50. 

The controls of the PHEV let the driver to 
save battery power if he or she so wishes 
and it is possible to charge the car from the 
engine when in petrol mode. 

You can even have a phone app on some 
versions allowing the owner to regulate the 
temperature and charging schedules from a 
phone. Charging points are available free 
from British Gas subject to eligibility.

EAGLES SOAR TO 
TRIUMPH AT OVAL

Surrey v Essex Eagles 
(Essex won by 5 wickets) 
Brian Jeeves reporting from the 
Kia Oval 

IN form Essex Eagles continued 
their decent NatWest T20 Blast cam¬ 
paign at the Kia Oval against a star- 
studded Surrey outfit. 

Essex welcomed Ravi Bopara and 
Ryan ten Doeschate back into the 
side while the big news coming out 
of Surrey was the inclusion of Kevin 
Pietersen. The former England man 
will always spark debate amongst 
enthusiasts of the game. 

Nevertheless, on his day the irre¬ 
pressible Pietersen should still be 
regarded as one of the greatest tal¬ 
ents to have represented England in 
the modern era. 

A crowd of around 20,000 had con¬ 
gregated on what was a glorious 
evening in the capital. Essex won the 
toss and elected to field. Surrey 
showed early intentions as Jason Roy 
hit a boundary with just the second 


ball off Phillips then smashed a huge 
six just an over later, this time Matt 
Salisbury was the bowler to suffer. 

Essex made the breakthrough 
when Hashim Amla was spectacu¬ 
larly caught by Ben Foakes for 9 off 
the bowling of Tymal Mills with 
Surrey moving along steadily on 35. 
But Roy was looking in good nick, 
and together with Pietersen as allies 
at the crease, Surrey moved past 50 
in the seventh over. But the home 
crowd were soon in for a jolt as 
Pietersen went, snared at long on by 
ten Doeschate for just 5. This after 
somewhat recklessly taking on the 
bowling of Bopara. 

Roy continued to sparkle. He 
brought up his half century, hitting 
ten Doeschate through the covers for 
another boundary. But just moments 
later he was heading back to the 
pavilion on 57 having taken on one 
shot too many, Bopara once again 
benefiting from ten Doeschate's safe 
hands. Steven Davies followed soon 
after for a duck, this time it was 
Bopara in the field and Salisbury the 


bowler benefiting. Surrey were now 
stuttering on 111-4. 

Surrey moved on before Gary 
Wilson's excellent knock of 45 was 
brought to an end by Reece Topley 
off Salisbury, then O'Brien was 
removed in quick succession when 
he found James Foster's gloves with¬ 
out troubling the scoreboard with 
Topley the bowler. 

Azhar Mahmood (17*) and Robin 
Peterson (6*) carried the Surrey 
innings to its conclusion, finishing 
on 151-6 at a rate of just over 7.5 an 
over. Bopara the pick of the Essex 
attack with 2-24 off his 4 overs. 

Essex opening pairing of Mark 
Pettini and Jesse Ryder made instant 
inroads into the Surrey total, this 
included a huge six from the latter 
off a loose delivery from Jade Dern- 
bach. But Surrey made the break¬ 
through when Kevin O'Brien bowled 
Ryder for 31 with Essex on 37. The 
Eagles were in no mood for hanging 
around, Tom Westley guided the vis¬ 
itors past 50 up within 5 overs. 

This was now regarded as Essex' 


match to lose. But when O'Brien ran 
out Pettini for 12, a sobering hush 
descended amidst the huge travel¬ 
ling Essex faithful. 

Westley and Bopara moved Essex 
towards their target with some pre¬ 
cise strokes before Bopara departed 
the scene thanks to a juggling catch 
from O'Brien, the England man had 
scored 15, with Essex now on 77-3. 

Westley and ten Dosechate got 
Essex moving again before Westley 
lost his off stump to Mahmood for 
44, but the damage had been done. 
Despite Foakes being run out by 
Davies for 5, a breezy knock of 43 
by Dutchman ten Dosechate carried 
Essex toward their target. Foster put 
the hosts out of their misery, hitting 
a boundary facing his first ball, as 
Essex finished on 155-5, winning by 
5 wickets with 7 balls to spare.

Disappointment forAmDTuning.com in BTCC battle

THE AmDTuning.com team came 
away disappointed from the latest 
rounds of the Dunlop MSA British 
Touring Car Championship after a 
heavy on-track accident led to it 
being forced to curtail its weekend 
early at Oulton Park. 

The West Thurrock-based team 
made the trip north to Cheshire in 
confident mood, with hopes high of 
pushing towards the podium places 
given the strong race pace shown by 
its Ford Focus in recent events. 

Driver Dave Newsham had quali¬ 
fied on the second row of the grid at 
Oulton Park last season, and his 
weekend started well with a solid 
showing in two wet free practice 
sessions on Saturday ahead of the 
all-important qualifying session. 

Aiming to put himself firmly in 
the mix ahead of race one, Dave had 
to settle for 16th on the grid having 
been one of a number of drivers who 
missed out on the chance to improve 
in the closing moments of the ses¬ 
sion when Jack Clarke put his car 
into the barriers to bring out the red 
flags. 

Improved weather conditions 
greeted the teams for the first race 
around the full Oulton Park layout, 
with Dave slipping back a place over 
the course of the opening lap. 

With overtaking proving to be a 
huge challenge, Dave would remain 
in the same position through to the 
finish having been part of a huge 
train of cars dicing for eighth place. 

A strong start to race two saw 
Dave move up to 16th and he soon 


managed to battle his way into the 
points to sit 13th ahead of the Honda 
of defending champion Andrew Jor¬ 
dan. 

Having run side-by-side with Jor¬ 
dan across the line starting lap eight, 
Dave was forced wide going 
through Old Hall as Jack Goff tried 
to follow Jordan through, with the 
Ford running across the grass before 
re-joining on the run down the 
Avenue. 

Unfortunately, a clash with Goff as 
the pair raced towards Dentons saw 
Dave go off onto the grass and with 
no grip because of the rain the pre¬ 
vious day, he was powerless to pre¬ 
vent the Focus making heavy con¬ 
tact with the barriers. 

With the car returned to the pits 
after the race, it soon became clear 
that damage to the front subframe 
was too severe to be repaired in the 
time available ahead of race three, 
leading to the team being forced to 
withdraw from the remainder of 
race day. 

"I'm so disappointed as we'd been 
really confident coming here," Dave 
said. 

"We lost out a bit in qualifying 
because of the red flag and then in 
the opening race, we were just as 
quick as the cars ahead but it was 
like racing in the Monaco Grand 
Prix; there was just no chance to 
find a way past the guys in front. 

"The tyre pressures had been a bit 
soft in race one so we tweaked them 
for race two and the car felt a lot bet¬ 
ter. I managed to make up some 
places and was having a good battle 
with Andrew and Jack when the

Shield to honour legend Denness

ESSEX County Cricket Club and Kent 
Cricket have announced the launch of the 
new ‘Mike Denness Challenge Shield’, 
named in honour of former cricketer 
Mike Denness, to be contested in all 
cricket matches between the two coun¬ 
ties. 

“Mike was an outstanding cricketer for 
Kent, Essex and England and had the rare 
distinction of captaining neighbouring 
counties”, commented current Kent 
Cricket President and former team mate 
Graham Johnson. 

“He holds a special place in the memo¬ 
ries of both counties and is greatly 
missed. We thought it wholly appropriate 
to honour his memory in this manner.” 

With a record of over 500 First Class 
and 200 List A games, Mike Denness’ 
achievements are well known. He was a 
key part of a dominant Kent side in the 
early and mid-seventies which won 
numerous limited over trophies and the 



County Championship on a number of 
occasions. In the final four years of his 
playing career at Essex, he continued to 
be successful and was a key figure in 
their 1979 County Championship win.

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What do I need to know as a Year 5 parent/carer? 


We know that parents/carers have lots of questions about their options for a secondary 
school for their child so we've listed below some of the ones that are asked most often. 



How do I find out more about the secondary 
schools in Southend-on-Sea? 

One of the best ways to find out more about which will be the best 
school for your child is to visit them. All their open days/evenings are 
listed in this guide but if you cannot make one of the open days please 
contact the school and arrange an alternative day/time to visit. 

Also, in the first week of July, all Year 5 parents will receive an 
information booklet from the Council providing more detail about 
each school and the application process. This will also be available 
electronically from 1st July on www.southend.qov.uk/admissions . 




W hen can I apply for my child’s secondary school 
and if I apply early will I be more likely to get 
my 'first’ choice? 

The online secondary school application form (for the parents/ 
carers of all pupils living in Southend who are due to start in Year 
7 in September 2015) will be on www.southend.qov.uk/admissions 

from 1st September 2014 and the closing date is 31st October 2014. 
Paper application forms will also be available. School places are NOT 
offered on a 'first come first served' basis, but are considered in line 
with the admission criteria for each school. However, if you apply 
after 31st October 2014 then you may be disadvantaged. 






Can my child attend any school? 

Every school has their own set of admission criteria. This may depend 
on, for example, where you live, whether your child has a brother/sister 
at the school, whether they excel in a particular field, for example, 
Performing Arts or whether the school has an entrance test. This 
information is listed in the information booklet you will receive in July. 



If I want my child to take the 11+ test how do I 
do this? 

Your child's primary school will be able to advise you about the 11+ 
test and will provide you with relevant information about the entry 
process. Children take the test in the September of Year 6 and 
parents/carers receive the results before the end of the application 
period so that all parents/carers can make an informed choice for 
their child. More information can be found from The Consortium of 
Selective Schools in Essex (who run the 11+ test) on www.csse.orq.uk 


Do I have to pay to go to any of the Southend 
schools featured in this guide? 

No; all school places for these schools are free. Examples of the 
costs that parents would need to cover are uniform and trips. 


Can my child still have free school meals at 
secondary school? 

Yes! It is really easy to apply either in person at the school or using our 
online service at www.southend.qov.uk/fsm . If you are eligible for free 
school meals you will save between £10 and £15 per week. Every pupil who 
registers for free school meals will earn the school additional government 
funding which the schools then use to enhance the education for children 
at that school. It is important for as many parents/carers as possible to 
register for free school meals (if they are eligible), even if their child does 
not always take up the free meal offered.

Will the Council pay the transport costs of 
getting my child to school? 

Parents are responsible for ensuring their child gets to school and the 
majority walk, cycle or use public transport. Please take into account 
the location of the school when making your choices. In a few cases 
transport may be provided using specific criteria on distance and/or 
specific benefits. Full details can be found at www.southend.qov.uk/etc 


What if my child has a statement of special 
educational need? 

Parents will receive information from the special educational needs 
team in September 2014 regarding the secondary school application 
process and do not need to complete the standard application form. 


When and how will I find out my child has a 
secondary school place? 

Parents/carers will be informed on 2nd March 2015 via email or first 
class post (depending on whether the application was made online 
or on paper) of the school place that their child is being offered. 


Where can I find out about school uniform? 

All of the schools have uniform suppliers listed on their website. 
If you do not have internet access then please contact the school 
directly who will be able to give you more information.
